Special  Agent  Richard  F.  McUwain  called  me  about  1:00  p.m.  / 
today  and  said  that  he  had  received  his  indoctrination  as  the  new  Director  of  / 
the  Investigative  Staff  of  the  House  Appropriations  Committee.

^  satisfied  with  ClA  operations  and  they  desire  tiat  CIA  be  investigated.  Orescan

Mcllwain  subsequently  advised  me  that  he  learn<^  from  Orescan 
that  Orescan  had  the  conference  with  Chairman  Cannon  and  Chairman  CS'nnon 
had  put  in  a  call  for  the  Director;  however,,  the  Director  was  out  of  the  office. 

■  Orescan  said  that  Cannpn  apparently  wants  to  talk  to  the  Director  about  the 
reason  for  the  inquiry  and  why  the  top  five  Committee  meipbej^s  think  it  is 
desirable  and  why  Chairman  Cannon  feels  that  the  inquiry  should  be  conducted 
by  FBI  personnel. 

I  have  discussed  the  proposed  d,irective  with  Mr.  Belmont  and  he 
agrees  with  me  that  the  Bureau  should  not  become  involved  in  such  an  inquiry 
of  CIA.  Certainly  such  an  inquiry  cannot  do  the  Bureau  any  good  and  it  would 
I  be  a  rather  odd  situation  for  one  intelligence  agency  in  the  executive  branch  of 
the  Government  to  be  inspecting  and  objectively  criticizing  another  one.  Rfeny 
of  the  answers  to  the  proposed  directive  by  the  Committee  would  necessarily 
have  to  be  opinions  not  necessarily  based  on  fact.  The  proposed  Item  Three  is 
a  good  example  of  where  opinion  of.  the,  inspecting  or  investigating  staff  would 
have  to  be  Injected  into  the  answers. 

RE  COMMENDATION: 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Bui’eau  not  become  involved  in  the 
inquiry  of  the  Central  Intelligence  Agency. 
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Phoenix  would  appreciate  any  comments  from  the 
bureau  regarding  this  possibility  and  any  suggestion  about 
how  it  can  be  met.

But  Nikita  Khrushchev  did  not  succeed  in  starting  that  campaign 
with  the  surprise  and  the  Bnesse  he  had  hoped.  Tlie  CIA  spoiled  his 
start,  and  in  So  doing  declared  lliat  the  C  .S*  was  prepared  to  coimter  him 
on  his  own  clajidestine  grounds. 

When  the  U.S.  last  year  published  to  the  world  wbat  Khrushchev  had 
spoken  ifl  secret  at  the  declsiEve  2<itli  Party  Congress  of  the  Soviet  Com¬ 
munist  party,  the  CIA  was  reputedly  responsible.  One  of  its  operatives 
b  believed  to  have  obtained  a  copy  of  the  speech  abroad  and  sent  it  to 
ClA  to  Washington.  (Curiously  enough,  one  of  the  few  things  not  secret 
■ ' '  about  the^CIA  is  its. location*  Over  . the  entrance  at  '2410  Street  b  a 
- '  ^sign  proclaimiDg  (hat  it  ^  the  headcjuaxtcrs  of  the  Central  Intelligence 


Agoticy,)  Its  pubOt^tiOQ,  (hiDugh  the  chaoneb  □£  the  State  I>cparEment, 
wrecked  the  cautious  timetable  that  Khrushchev  Lad  presumably  set  for 
letting  the  Speech  and  Its  radical  impbeations  trickle  down  through  the 
world-wide  Communist  apparotib.  The  various  Commujiist  parties,  in¬ 
stead  of  being  spoon-fed  de-Stalinization  through  a  gentle  dosage  of 
Krcmhn  directives,  grew  visibly  Isick, 

Thousands  of  members  quit  the  Communist  partie.s,  in  a  mass  defec¬ 
tion  probably  unmatched  since  the  disillusionment  of  (he  Hitkr-Stalin 
pact.  Those  who  temaJntd  clashed  in  bitter  factional  tights  in  their  own 
countries — and  remonstrated  excitedly  with  a  Moscow  that  was  unpre¬ 
pared  for  their  knowing  si>  much  |abnut  the  new  line  so  soon.  The  pobtical 
potential  of  ihc  Red!  Intoination^  plummeted  sharply  downward.  At  the 
same  time,  all  the  aakti-CommumstS  were  expbcitly  warned  of  the  new 
tactics  of  cajolery  and  carnouBage  that  Moscow  had  to  mind.  As  an 
erstwhile  CIA  critic  grudgingly  exclaimed,  the  publication  of  die 

Khrushchev  speech,  CIA  certoiidy  justified  whatever  it  spent  last  year." 

The  story  of  how  CIA  got  hold  of  the  Khrushchev  speech  could  con¬ 
ceivably  be  (old.  But  the  telling  would  contcibuto  mote  to  the  Soviet;  to 
hinting  how  they  might  break  up  an  excellent  American  ''ponetratieon:" 
of  their  apparatus,  than  it  would  to  American  public  enbgbteument. 
Suffice  it  to  say  (bat  the  (HlA  hss^at  its  disposal  an  ample  battery  of  ways 
to  procure  Comniunist  doeumeals.  Coded  Commiinist  communications 
can  be  monitored,  and  the  codes|  broken.  Communist  coiuriers  can  have 
their  pouches  liSed  and  tfie  contents  photo^aphed  and  repUeedi.  sU 
without  their  knowledge.  Communist  defectors  may  tom  up  "walk- 
ins"  at  a  ClA  ''front"  tostoilation  and  debver  'a  bagful  of  vital  papers— 
something  like  turning  state's  evMencc  in  an  Atnericaji  court  proceeding. 
Or  there  may  be  at  CIA's  command  that  living  paragon  of  clandestine 
assets,  the  "defector  to  place" — a  Communist  who  has  broken  with 
the  party  without  the  party's  knowing  It,  and  who  now  uses*  his  party 
position  to  feed  a  stream  of  documents  and  oral  reports  to  his  ,^A  "case 
officer"  in  regularly  scheduled  tzt^tings  in  a  CIA  controlled  "s^e  house." 
By  one  or  more  of  these  ivays,  CIA  presumably  scored  Its  coup  in  ptocur- 
tog  the  Khrushchev  speech.

Since  the. CIA  is  'Qd  instrument  of  U.S.  foreij^  policy,  it  must  also 
co-ordinBEe-  closely  and  constantly  with  the  prejeminent  U.S,  foreign- 
policy  agency^  die  Department  of  State.  CThe  joint  decisions  of  State  and 
CIA  are  subject  to  N&doaB]  Security  Council  lapproval.^  State  may 
counsel  against  undertaking  some  operations  on  the  groiuid  that  there 
could  not  be  ^'plausible  denial''  of  the  U+S,  hand  if  the  operations  were 
"blown",  i.e.,  publicly  exposed,  and  that  the  damage  m  U.S.  interests 
from  a  "blown"  operation  might  be  greater  than  what  the  operatron  could 
hope  to  achieve.  However,  considedng  the  effrontery  with  which  the 
Soviets  deny  participation  in  clandestlue  operations  to  which  they  have 
been  caught  Red-handed,  it  may  well  be  that-th^  U.S.  should  consider 
"implausible  denial"  as  Sufficient. 

Among  ihe  things  that  GlA  is  permitted  to  do,  orte  function  is  obvious: 
intelligence  proctireirenL  Sever^  others  are  matt'ers  of  specula  Jinn. 

CIA  extracts  Communist  secrets  by  resurch,  tjy  technical  means  and 
by  straight  agent  operations.  CIA  analysts  read  everything  published 
and  obtainable  from  ibe  Communist  orbit.  Betw^n  the  Lines,  they  £nd 
a  wealth  of  infarmation  that  the  Communists  wpuld  lilcc  to  keep  coq- 
cealed,  but  which  they  unronsBuiisly  imply  in  vijlar  they  say.  Thi^'ClA' 
analyst's  job  is  of  course  immensely  mure  complicated  than  that  of  bis 
'Coirnniuiist  opposite  number,  who  can-  take  ^American  publications  at 
face  value,  ^e  CIA  analyst  is  the  man  who  must  overcome  the  intel- 
Jigenoe  advantage  that  the  Soviets  gain  by  cerisorship. 

Electronic  leakage:  for  and  ‘tiginnat 

The  dA  technical  specialist  also  competes  against  formidable  Com¬ 
munist  Opposition.  Any  U.S.  embassy  or  diplomat's  home  behind  the 
Iron  Curtain  U  "bugged"  by  the  Red  landlords,  ^ho  conceal  electroiuc 
audio  suiveillance  devices  with  extraordinary  ski 9^  and  imaglnsdon.  Out¬ 
side  the  Iron  Curtain,  Red  agents  attempt  to  install  such  devices  in  Ini' 
portant  U.S,  headquarters.  The  enemy  listerj^ing  gadgets  must  not  only 
be  found  so  that  American  official  business  can  be  transacted  in  privacy; 
it  must,  also  be  assumed  that  some  of  them  ,  ate!  not  found  soon  as 
they  are  put  in.  In  retaliation,  CiA  ii^en  presumably  go  about  ibe  busi¬ 
ness  of  'bugging"  Qompiuniit  offices  so  that  there  is  at  least  ns  much 
electronic  intelligence  Jbdkage.out  of  them  as  out  qf  U.S,  offices. 

But  exhausi^e  and  ultramodern  electronics  cannot  and  will 

not  replace  the  das^  of  all  inicUlgonce  work^  the  agent.  How  does 
B  CIA  man  zeciult  a  member  .of  the  Communist  apparatus  for  U.S, 
Service?  '  ,  |  .  . 

CIA  obviously  never  reveals  its  methods  to  ouislclecs.  But  the  whole 
process  of  wooing  agents  has  been  practiced  .by  m  any  nations  over  many 
centuries.  And  since  a  hunian  equatian  is  always  1  avoLved  In  recruitment, 
it  is  doubtful  that  CIA  has  ndisoDvered  anything  new  in  the  held.  The 
classic  pattern  of  agent  recrultinem  transposed  into  CIA  drcmnstances 
can  be  fsirly  closely  imagined.  ‘  j. 

The  process  may  begin  with  an  analyst  ba  Waisjungiton.  He  may  note 
that  Mr.  Z,  in  a  foreign  Communist  apparatus,  was  paised  over  for  pro¬ 
motion,  Flaying  A  hunch  that  Z  might  be  miffed,  the  analyst  may  go  to 
CIA's  vast  colkction  of  personal  dossiers  and  exoaiiine  Z's  biography  foe 
"vulnerabiltles,"  Has  he  been  in  trouble  with  the  Iparty. before?

In  dire  emecgencies,  Cl  A  men 
can  make  successful  "cold  approaches^'  to  key  foreign  nationals  and 
secure  their  cooperation  in  the  nick  oti  time.  But  in  ninety-nine  cases 
out  of  a  hundred,  it  is  cssendaJ  that  a  ddrd  party  be  employed  between 
the  case  officer  and  the  potential  agent  to  feel  the  btter  out. 

Ip  2'  s  cssC;,  the  CIA  man  might  use  a , Communist  party  clerk  or  chauf- 
feor  who  is  already  on  the  CIA  payroIU  He  would  be  instructed  to  try 
to  get  a  job  near  2>  where  he  could  observe  him  and  gradually  gain  his 
conhdence.  .Then  he  wouJd  report  re^laily  to  the  case  officer  Oo  Z's 
moods,  opinions  and  problems.  Sifdng  these  reports,  the  case  officer 
might  .eveutusily  decide  that  Z  seemed |dpc  for  the  crucial  "approach.'* 
This  IS)  of  Course,  one  of  the  most  tense  and  chlilipg  moments  in  the 
intelligence  business,  and  has  to  be  prepared  with  maximmn  care.  The 
clerk  or  cibpUcuf  ^gjit  be  chosen  to  do  it,  if  his  psychological  relation¬ 
ship  to  Z  l^eems  sufficiently  strong  for  Kim  to  convince  Z  to  turn  agent. 
But  in  case  the  clerk  or  chauffeur  should  fail,  the  crucial  rendezvous  has 
tA  be  held  in  a  site — preferably  a  CIA-controlled  "safe  house" — from 
■which  he  can  speedily  be  evacuated  to  ^fety^  before  the  outraged  Z  can 
itum  him  over  to  the  police.  Alternatively^  another  already  employed 
2tk^  agetit  might  be  injected  into  the  picture — with  similar  precautions 
for  his  safety.  In  that  oascx  the  man  whb  had  been  reporting  on  Z  would 
not  be  exposed.  He  could  eiihei  keep  further  tabs  on  'Z  If  the  approach 
faded,  or  he  could  serve  as  a  check  on  Z's  loyalty  while  Z  is  working  as  an 
agent.  Or,  depending  on  dreumstances,  the  CIA  mim  could  meke  the 
decisive  approach  himself.  This  is  frequently  necessary  because  foreign 
agents  want  the  visible  assurance  that  they  are  actu^y  dealing  with  the 
(jiS-  and  will  enjoy  whatever  proteettop  the  ,U.S.  can  ,give  them  during

But  if  Z  capitulates^  the  ClA  man  then 
moves  rehevedly  on  into  the  "recnjitmCTt.”  the  ffidng  of  the.  objectives^ 
commuiucation  arraoigenienEs  and  compensation  aspects  of  the  n^ 
agent-case  officer  relationship,  | 

Z  will  be -given  precise  instructions' as  to  the  type  of  information  be  is 
to  obtain  and  j>ass  on.  He  may  communicate  with  the  case  officer  through 
.a  "dead  drop,". an  innocuous-lookiug  address  to  which  the  agent  reports 
are  mailed,  or  some  physical  Spot  where  the  agent  leaves  them  and  the 
case  officer  picks  diem  up.  A  "live  drop"  may  be  used,  a  store  or  profes¬ 
sional  office  where  the  agent  leaves  hid  reports,  disguised  perhaps  as  a 
package,  which  the  case  officer  collects  without  the  "Uve  drop's"  knowing 
what  it  is  all  about.  Again,  a  "cut-Dut"!  may  be  injected,  another  agent 
who  cat!  meet  Z  with  mote  safely— and  then  Z  ipay  hEirdly  see  the  case 
officer  at  alb  Or  regular  "safe-house”  meetings  may  be  scheduled  be¬ 
tween  Z  and  the  case  officer.  For  these,  there  would  always  be  prear¬ 
ranged  "emergency  signals"  In  case  cither  one  felt  he  bad  been  foUowed 
to  the  rendezvous.  Other  signals  would  be  devised  to  warn  that  either 
parly  had  to  sldp  a  rendezvous.  Finally,  [as  the  last  detail  of  the  "recruit¬ 
ment,”  a  form  and  a  rate  of  compensation  will  be  arranged.  It  Is  a 
mistake  to  assume  that  agents  generally  work  for  money.  Many  do  it 
simply  for  BDti.CoPimuniit  reasons.  | 

With  good  luck,  Z  and  the  case  officer  may  work  together  for  ye^rs  in 
the  sstme  country.  Meanwhile  the  U.S,  vtould  proEt  from  a  constant  Bow 
of  secret  information  out  of  Z's  party-  But  the  day  may  also  come  when 
Z  is  no  longer  safe  as  a  "defector  In  place."  Then  he  hat  to  be  evacuated, 
often  to  the  U.S.  There,  after  he  has  dboroughly  "debriefed,"  after 
CIA  men  have  for  weeks  and  months  gone  over  all  the  knowledge  that  be 
mJ^t  not  have  had  time  to  communJeite  in  his  necessarily  infrequent 
and  brief  mectrugs  with  the  case  officey  abroad,  Z  may  be  "surfaced." 
This  means  that  Z  will  be  pexmitled  to  appear  at  a  press  conference  or 
some  other  appropriate  fomm-  There  he^  will  tell  ihe  world  those  secrets 
of  bts  Commumst  apparatus  that  are  of  no  use  to  CIA  in  the  planning  or 
exccudqn  of  further  agent  operations,  hut  do  bavi:  an  and-Oommunist 
propaganda  value.  | 

An  Outstanding  example  of  a  "sutfaced"  defector  h  Josepdi  SwiatZo,  the 
forJrier  colonel  in  the  UB,  the  Polish  seci'«  police,  who  Bed  to  the  West  in 


19^5-  What  Swlado  told  the  world  and  his  own  Polish  people  about  the 
machiuaiiioQS  of  the  UB  completely  discredited  the  UB  and  the  Stalinist 
apparatus  in  Poland.  It  directly  paved  the  way  fortbe  Gomulka  take-over 
of  power  in  October  1956 — and  helped  to  hand  Nikita  Khrushchev  his 
humUiating  defeat  when  he  Bew  to  Warsaw  to  halt  Gomulka,  and  failed. 

This  shadow  area  on  the  fringe  of  the  intellig^ce  business  bas  been 
extended  by  some  p]:ess  reports  claimiog  that  ffie  CIA  had  n  hand  in 
rescuing  the  country  of  Iran  from  ComimtuisC  fnhJtxation  and  that  of 
CuatomaJa  from  a  Communist  government.  Such  press  assertions  have 
never  been  proved.  But  naturally  they  lead  to  specula  don  as  to  bow  the 
CIA  be  of  help  in  similar  sihiabons. 

The  speculation  can  only  be  pursued  by  glaja.ciiig  at  the  extensive 
operations  of  the  Communists  in  the  held  geueralEy  known  as  "polldcaJ 
warfare."  It  Is  known  that  the  Soviets  subsidize  the  propaganda  work  of 
Communist  parties  all  over  the  world.  It  is  known  that  the  Soviets  are 
masters,  of  the  art  of  pardsan  warfare  and  have  stl  up  poteiidal  guerriMa 
armies  in  many  countries,  (in  France,  for  instance,  it  Is  estimated  that 
the  Communt^ts  can  call  on  Some  50,000  "durs"  for  an  armed  civil  up¬ 
rising  if  they  shoidd  judge  the  moment  opportune.)  Moreover,  the  Soviet 
hpnd  has  been  plainly  visible  in  such  postwar^  coups  d  it^t  bcblod  the 
Iron  Curtaiit  as  Czechoslovakia,  Rumania,  Hungry  and  Poland.  In  each 
instance,  it  was  evident  that  the  Soviet  ambassador'  or  some  special  deputy 
arriving  from  Moscow  steered  the  local  Comnumista  through  their  piece¬ 
meal  whittling  down  of  the  dcmocratEC  forces  and  pvesid!ed  over  the  final 
liquidation  of  (he  democratic  process. 

Streii^th  where  it  it  needed 

It  is  certoioly  to  be  hoped  that  the  CLA  has  at  its  disposal  some  eountei- 
vailing  talents  and  assets  to  sucb  Soviet  stratagems .  It  would  be  cruel 
indeed  if,  say,  the  Ruritanian  Democratic  Party  in  stiU-free  Ruritania 
Succumbed  to  tbc  Communlsls  because  it  did  not  have  as  much  skilled 
assistance  and  advice  from  the  U.S,  as  the  Ruritanian  CommunislS 
inescapably  receive  from  ihe  Soviets,  Especially  in  underdeveloped 
countries,  where  the  sdeuce  of  government  ig:  often  at  a  low  ebb  and 
where  the  Soviets  pour  in  funds  and  agents  in  order  to  exploit  the  chaos, 
it  seems  desirable  for  the  U,S.  to  assist  the  democratic  forces  to  develop 
proper  semrily  measures  against  the  Red  euemy.  And  where  a  Com- 
-clurus£.ooiip  -may  -be-in-tho-  inaking,-it-appcfjs-.3imost-maBdatoty  for  th* 


U.Sr  to  put  some  mature  pobdcal  skill  and  strength,  at  the  disposal  of  its 
friends  -  Of  ton  the  beleaguered  demoor  adc  forces  abroad  could  not  opeidy 
appeal  to  the  U-S-  for  this  kind  of  help,  because  the  CommuDists  would 
hypocritically  but  tellingly  raise  the  cry  of  "bnperialism."  The  belp  would 
have  lo  be  secretly  provided. 

The  public  speeulattoos  on  the  CIA  role  in  Iran  and  Guatemala  pro¬ 
vide  hope— but  no  rtal  assurance — that  the  U.S.  is  at  last  catching  up 
with  (he  Soviets  in  its  capacity  to  hall  out  its  sJuking  allies  in  many  parts 
of  the  world. 

All  the  things  he  does— and  the  added  tbiogs  that  he  probably  ought 
to  do^  throw  a  tremendous  burdlen  of  responsibility  on  tbe  CIA  man,  for 
which  he  gets  small  pay  and  less  recogpldon. 

Why  does  be  stay  on  the  job? 

For  one  thing,  be  Is  a  child  of  bU  time,  the  clandestine  era.  He  h  like 
the  iDountain  climber  who  ascends  the  peak  ^'because  It  is  there."  The 
Soviets  are  there  with  theh  vast  subversive  apparatus;  someone  bas  to 
conquer  it  on  behalf  of  the  U,S.  Anyone  who  thinks  that  proposition 
through  may  find  himself  malhng  a  job  application  to  Allen  Dulles. 
His  organization  consists  largely  of  men  who  have. 

A  CIA  man^t  epitaph  It  hit  oion 

'Then,  odd  as  it  may  sound  to  tbe  conventional  msn,  CIA  work  satisfies 
a  profound  sense  of  morality.  The  abstract  devotee  of  the  "nonintcr- 
vendon"  school  of  political  thought  will  stand  by  in  pious  horror  as 
Comiuunfsis  take  over  people  and  nations.  He  wiU  do  nothing  about  it 
because  that  would!  be  "toteiTTCntion'*  too.  For  a  professor's  mess  of  pot¬ 
tage,  he  is  ready  to  let  human  beings  and  human  heritages  pass  Into 
bloody  oblivion.  He  will,  however,  write  an  elc»quEnt  epitaph.  The  CIA 
man  believes  that  only  those  things  are  moral  that  are  real.  If  by  intelli¬ 
gence  work  in  all  its  ramffications  he  can  save  lives  and  happiness  and 
free  institutions  in  a  jungle  world,  that  is  civilized  and  right  with  him. 

Lastly,  the  itifinltoly  complex  clandestine  age  takes  on  for  its  intimate 
U.S.  participaDts  a  splendid  simplicity.  Across  the  street  from  the  CIA 
agent,  maybe  next  demr,  invisible  but  ever-present  is  the  enemy,  his  Com- 
munist  counterpart.  Amid  the  organizational  jungle  of  modern  life,  the 
CIA  man's  task  is  as  clean  and  exhllar&dng  and  individually  crucial  as 
Undent  single  combat.  Ill 
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
